USING THE LWAF-EATER AS A VACUUM: 


1. Connect the Leaf-Eater toa 
standard garden hose. 


2. Attach the handle bracket to 
a standard pole for pool ac- 
cessories by slipping the bolt 
in the bracket through the last 
hole in the end of the pole. 
This allows the vole to pivot 
up and down. 


3. Attach the collector bag by 
snapping it in place. 


4. Turn the water on full force. 


5. Sink the Leaf-Eater to the 
bottom of the pool and overate 
in a back and forth motion. 


6. When the bag is full, remove 
the Leaf-Eater by guiding it up 
the side of the pool, lifting 
it up over the side, and rest- 
ing it on the edge. Don't wor- 
ry about losing the debris, it 
will stay in the bag as the 
bag flops over in the water 
upon removal. 

Te Shut off the water, unsnap the 
bag, empty the bag, and turn it 
inside out for more complete 
cleaning. 


USING THE LEAF-EATER AS A POWER 
SPRAY BRUSH: 


1. The Leaf-5ater is capable of 
power spraying algae and dirt 
off the walls of the nool by 
simply removing the collector 
bag, and turning the water on 
full force, then: 


2. Point the jets of water to- 
wards the walls of the vool 
and walk around the side and 
watch the alrae and dirt strip 
off the walls ouickly and eas- 
ily, with one motion. 


POSSIBLE PROBLEMS AYD SOLUTIONS: 


Problem: The Leaf—"ater has a 
tendency to float after immer- 
sion. 


Solution: There is air trapped in 
the collector bag which must be 


soueezed out after the Leaf- 
Eater is comnletely submerged. 


Problem: The Leaf-“ater collector 
bag doesn't trap all the mater- 


ial thet the unit vacuums and 
passes some back throurh the 
bage 


Solution: The problem here really 


lies in the way the nool was 
maintained to date. HTH will 
vass through the collector bag 
as will dead chlorine powder. 


These particles must be removed 


by the conventional system for 
the first cleaning, and then 
kept out of the pool from then 
on, and the Leaf-iater can do 
the complete vacuuming job from 
then on. 
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The bag supplied with the Lea£ 
Eater is the standard collector 
bag and has been designed to 
accommodate average debris col- 
lection. If, however, a finer 
mesh bag is reauired by the 
user, finer mesh bags are avail- 
able from: 

Creative Engineering, Inc. at an 
additional cost of $9.95 (plus 
5.40 sales tax for Fla. res.). 
It should be noted, however, 
that while this bag will col- 
lect even finer materials than 
the standard collector bag, it 
will not be as effective for 
larger debris because of the re- 
duced velocity of water nassing 
through the bags pores.
